"Statlstlos show that married 
veterans are more in need of fin- 
ancial aid than single veterans," is 
the leading conclusion of the com- 
mittee which reported on the fin- 
ancial section of the recent ques- 
tionnaire answered by 700 of Mc- 
Gill Veterans. This committee 
headed by .Kent Boucher, has 
Issued a lengthy report which ap- 
pears in full below.

Pre-medical veterans of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba have accused 
the medical faculty of being "di- 
rectly opposed to one of the basic 
functions of a democratic univer< 
sity" and they propose that their 
case be brought before the pro- 
vincial legislature at Its next ses- 
sion. , 

The veterans maintained that a 
closed shop policy was practised at 
the university and that the health 
program of the 'province was ^suf- 
fering as a result The only solu- 
tion to their problem is for imme- 
diate action to be taken by the 
committee appointed toy Premier 
Garson. The most important ques- 
tion at the moment Is whether a 
January class will be admitted. 
ani| the veterans are anxious to 
receive a reply. 

Until now, there have been short- 
ages of supplies, staff equipment 
and money, so that the acceptance 
of not more than seventy students 
per session was understandable. 
The Dominion Government and 
DVA have assured the veterans 
who want to enter the January 
class that funds will be made 
availaUe.

representing twenty-six Canadian 
tmiversities and three large trade 
and technical schools met in Mont- 
real where they Initiated a per- 
manent, organization — THE 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF 
STUDENT VETERANS. The NCSV 
directed Its deliberations at that 
time towards thfe action necessary 
to . solve the pressing problems 
faced i^fay vnaajr^atuduit veterans. 
Since that Confermee these prob- 
lems have not (disappeared but 
have become more acute and wide- 
spread tiian ever before. 

Veterans at McGill, and every- 
where else in the country, have 
indicated that they consider gov- 
ernment action to Increase grants, 
to relieve the housing shortage, to 
deal with the various aspects of 
our employment needs and the 
many other details which need im- 
provement in the rehabilitation 
to be very necessary. The predic- 
tion made at last year's Conference 
that many vétérans would soon be 
forced to leave the university has 
been borne out by the statement 
by the Vice-Dean of Sir George 
Williams College that 12 veterans 
of every 100 who register leave for 



able employment ar^ still problems 
.that cause many veterans undtie 
hardship in their efforts to cany 
on with their studies. 

The very definite answer re- 
ceived by the executive of McGill's 
Veterans' Society from Govern- 
ment officials shows that the com- 
ing National Conference will have 
to consider ways of developing a 
sustained public campaign with a 
vi^ to having the government 
policy on these questions changed; 
In spite of tiie fact that last year's 
conference was able to influence 
public opinion very favorably and 
put a certain amount of pressure 
on the government 'w6 must rralize 
that this was not . nittldent The 
main reason the government has 
been able to stall for almost a year 
arid now come out with a flat re- 
fusel has been the lack of cuch a 
sustained public campaign. When 
the public becomes fully aware of 
the facts of the case there is no 
doubt that opinion will be Influ- 
enced to such an extent that the 
government will tie forced to re- 
verse its stand. Student veterans 
and their leaders right across the 
country must give support to poli-

Coundl agree with the request of 
the Musicians Guild of Montreal 
that non-union musicians be de- 
nied the privilege of playing at 
social functions under the juris- 
diction of the McGill Students Soc- 
iety".

The grounds on which the Gov« 
ernors rejected the resolution were 
that "although the Board of Gov- 
ernors recognizes the right of the 
Students Executive Council, and of 
any recognized student club or 
committee, to exercise Its own dis- 
cretion in the employment of or- 
chestras or other musicians, itffil 
not within tha power of the Stud- 
ents Executive Council to make 
any ogrccmEnt with the Montreal 
Musicians Guild or other similar, 
bodies In regard to matters of gen- 
eral policy governing such con- 
tracts of employment" 

It was impressed by the Govern- 
ors that the Council itself do not 
legally hire orchestras or .other 
similar, entertainers. - 
OUIU) CONTACTED 

The Guild was contacted by the 
CouncU and a list of recognized 
clubs was sent, at their request, to 
them. This was to allow the Indl- 
vlduals directly , cohcemediinihlr- 
Ine bands to be apprw<£eF^e^ 
Guild. The, latter were satisfied 
with the decisions of both the 
Board of Governors, and of the 
Council In sending the list 

To best serve the student body 
and In order to preserve the exist- 
ing rights of responsibility InvestiN) 
in the Council, it was generally 
felt that no good could come of 
pressing this particular issue. 

It must be impressed, the Coun- 
cil feels,' that decisions involving 
the name of McGill made by the 
Council are dependent on the ap- 
proval. of the Board 'of Govemijr*, 
who granted the charter to the 
Council, and who have the final 
authority over student government 
Other matters discussed on the 
agenda involved the setting up of . a 
Board of Publications to include

LAKE 8UCCES8..N.Y., December 
2. — The United States, In two im- 
portant policy moves on urgent Un- 
ited ' Nations problems, demanded 
today that the U.N. set up a "com- 
prehensive system of disarmament" 
minus any veto on safeguards, and 
urged the 'Assembly to ask Gen- 
eralissimo Franco to step down as 
head of the Spanish State. 

OTTAWA, December 2..— Though 
worried over any further extension 
of the 12-day United States soft 
coal shortage, Canada Is not yet 
beginning to feel the pinch of a 
coal shortage. E. J. Brunning, coal 
controller, said today. 

WASinNGTOK, December 3. — 
The United States Government 
swiftly completed its ease against 
John L. Lewis late today after' 
Judge T. Alan Goldsborough an- 
nounced that he will present evl- 
dehcei himself on which the actual 
contempt 'charge may stand or fall.

European students. The slorles are— frânkly— ter- 
rifying. They are not the sort of thing one likei 
io fidd In ôrtë'a newspaper when one opens It 
on a coid morning, at a nine o'clock lecture. 
Yil these are. things we should read— all the 
time, to at neVef td forfet what has hSppened to 
students. In other cAuntriei — students like us. 

The article tells of atudent "foyers" being eitab* 
lishcd. 

Three have been established in Czechoslovakia. 
Food and books had been sent by ttUdtnt groups in 
Denmirk, clothing and shoes from Sweden, papér 
from Norway and boôks from OehéVa, Britain and 
AtnericB, 

A sanatorium for students is Operating and the 
Czech students have requested that come Students 
from other countries be sent there so that it may have 
in irtterniltdnsl atmosphere and influence. 

Deitmàrk wts given a small grant tfl enable stud- 
éént eertirèl to begin functioning. 

in the first six months of this year, they eolleeled 
the equivalent Of $20.000 fOr l.S.S. They have Held 
refresher courses for students of other nationalities, 
and have sent food parcels to other devastated Europ- 
ean countries, 

The tale of self help, ot courage and initiative 
continues. And among alt thSM Students, the l.S.S. 
workers earry Ort their (ask, helping, countclllng. 
They search out students who suffered persecutlftn 
beciuie of nOn-eollAbOrSlIôn, They bring bSck. to 
their sludiei, those who hâve given up, who htve lost 
the Murage to learn. 

The famous Sanatorium Universitaire, 6f Swlizer* 
land, hts been a great help to students. There go 
those who have been stricken by Tuberculosis. In 
beautiful surroundings and under expert medical care, 
they rest — and .they study. 

And here Is where Dr. Douglas was told some 
of the horrible stories t mentioned before. A young 
Dutch student worked in the reslstanéè^movement, 
was caught by the GermtrtS and deported?* Work'''in 
Sn underground V2 factory, poor food, no medical 
care, resulted in TB. He is studying nOw at the sana- 
torium And making good progress towards his degree. 

A French student was liberated after four years 
in Buchenwald concentration camp. He has written 
four examinations from his bed, and will soon receive 
his degree of Doctor in Law, from the U. of Paris, 

Hostels have been established, one Is at Ashton 
Hayes, in England, another at Combloux, In the 
French Alps. Dr. Douglas visited the latter hostel, 
and met the students, about eighty of them, men and 
women, who had played herole parts In the resist- 
ance movements. They stay three months at the 
Chalet, resting, talking, skiing. 

The Intellectual and recreational life of the 
Chalet was organized, for the most part, by a young 
Frenchman who was 17 years old In 1039. He entered 
the Sorbonne, worked for the tinderground, and 
before obtalnliig his degree, he was arrested. He 
suffered solitary confinement for 18 months, and this, 
together with cold and undernourishment of several 
years, broke his health. After a slay at this hoitel, 
he returned to France, received his degree, and is now 
working for the l.S.S. 

A medical student from southern France was 
there. He had finished three years at the University 
of Lyons when his participation In resistance activ- 
ity was discovered and he was obliged to go into 
hiding. He made his way across country and eventu- 
ally joined the Free French forces. They put him 
In the Tank Corps. In one skirmish he was wounded 
and taken prisoner,, sent to Germany and made to 
work in a factory iintil illness led to his transfer to 
the prison hospitti where he was found at the time 
of liberation. Slowly his health has Improved and 
three months at Combloux were bringing him to the 
condition which made return to the medical school 
seem possible. 

This it only a bars ouUine of the article. It 
should be read by every student. Above all, the con- 
clusion should be read. Dr. Douglas has feith ,in 
the students. "These young people are worth sav- 
ing." she writes. And the l.S.S. seems to be doing 
a great dttl to help them, and doing it' in the right 
tplrlt.

TCallted the extent to which my 
honors course limited my horizons. 
In this regard, the experience was 
definitely a good one. probably a 
most valuable one for any student's 
own information. 

It seems to me that this is the 
total value that this examination 
can have for Canadian students and 
universities. I do not see how the 
acceptance of a student at a Cana- 
dian university can be made depen- 
dent on such a test. Let me elabor- 
ate. The historical questions were 
nearly all on ancient history or 
history of the VS. The same sltua- 
Mon reigned throughout most of 
She social science section. 'Tht 
economics part ot the test con- 
cerned itself almost exclusively 
with economic institutions and the 
Federal Reserve System. In Ameri- 
can universities the emphasis lies 
on such questions but one could 
have taken quite a number of 
economics courses at McGill (ex- 
clusive ot Ec. S) and be at a great 
disadvantage in answering these 
questions. 

In the past, students who have 
taken this test have been rather 
disappointed In their reiults on 
social sciences. The reason for this 
must be obvious. Canadians Just 
do not know who the political boss 
in upstate N.Y. in 1915 was. 

Might I Btiggest, Mr. Editor, that 
tome organization, auch as the 
NFCUS, look into the matter of 
establishing a Canadian equivalent 
ot this examination. Is the McGill 
Faculty of Medicine aware of the 
serious advantage to American 
students rendered whan . this 
examination Is taken Into account?

The matter of checking coats In 
the Union will be discussed today 
by the Union House Committee. 
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des which will ensure that every 
veteran who^embarks on a course 
of training will be able to com- 
plete that course. 

The government's attitude Is that 
"educational grants arc considered 
only as an aid to education and 
that it was never the intention of 
the government to underwrite the 
total costs." Apart from the fact 
that the Increase proposed by the 
Conference WILL NOT cover the 
total costs in most parts of Canada 
this policy of our government can 
only lead to waste of the people's 
money and the loss to Canada of 
many hundreds of highly trained 
men and women. Half trained en- 
gineers, lawyers and doctors are 
of no benefit to the country as pro- 
fessionals and the money invested 
In them by the country Is entirely 
wasted. Added to this the cynicism 
and disillusionment engendered in 
the individuals who undergo the 
"treatment" will certainly be a very 
negative contribution to this coun- 
try's well-being. 

It has been suggested that loan 
funds should be made available to 
those students who are having fin- 
ancial difficulties. Such a proposal 
Is at best a very second rate solu- 
tion for this problem. Loans will 
t>e required by those whose finan- 
cial situation is very weak and to 
be saddled with a burden of debt 
on graduation will place an addi- 
tional handicap on those people who 
are least able -to bear it. These 
students will graduate in a much 
more inferior position to those few 
who are able to continue their stu- 
dies without being forced to draw 
on their savings. Many graduates, 
such as dentists and physia-therap- 
Jsts, will have to make large capital 
outlay's before launching their 
careers. Here again, a burden of 
debt .would have to be added to 
that already taken on while they 
were attending the university. From 
all points of view a loan scheme is 
not the answer to the financial 
problem. 

Housing and other problems 
which affect student veterans must 
also.be dealt with immediately by 
our government. The' coming Con 
ference must deal with these mat 
ters In a . very practical yay. The 
decision of the last Conference 
calling on all student veteran or- 
ganisations to carry on a big pub 
lie campaign on a national- housing 
program must be carried out this 
year. The final solution to the 
students' bousing problems is close- 
ly related to the building of thou- 
sands of low rental homes in this 
country which will be made avail- 
able to all Canadians who need 
decent homes. 

In view of the seriousness of 
these problems and the action 
which is urgently necessary, all 
veterans on this ' campus . should 



give them a great deal of attention 
It is extremely Important that 
every university be represented by 
delegates who have the necessary 
grasp of the situation to adequately 
speak for those whom they repre 
sent. There should be a great deal 
of discussion of these issues in the 
next few days so that those elect- 
ed to speak for McGill at the Con- 
terenèe will be completely fam 
lllar with veteran opinion 'on this 
campus.

Parliamentary Society 

Kingston, December 2. _ (CUP) 
— A Parliamentary Society for the 
purpose of discussing politics will 
be sponsored 'jy the AMS on the 
Queen's campus, It was decided by 
the. student governing body. A 
committee has been appointed to 
draw up the constitution of this 
society. ' 

The CCF Club was refused re- 
cognition on the grounds that 85 
per cent, of the students did not 
want political clubs, as the AMS 
felt that by definition a poUtical 
club has outside affiliation. 

It was felt that the students did 
want political discussion, and for 
this reason the AMS decided to 
sponsor a Parliamentary Society to 
meet the students demands. 



sampling would have been far more 
accurate. The. students who answer- 
ed this questionnaire had definite 
problem! and are not therefore re 
presentative of the entire vete'ran 
body. However, the men that did 
answer the questions Indicate there 
is a definite problem in finances as 
well as housing, 
• Statistics show that married vet- 
erans are more in need of finan- 
cial«9ld than single veterans. Thirty 
one per cent. (31%) of single vet- 
erans, as compared lo forty-three 
point six per cent. (43.6%) of mar 
ried veterans require a loan to 
finish college. Eighty-eight point 
one per cent. (88.1%) of single 
veterans %t compared to ninety' 
three point seven per cent. (03.7%) 
of married veterans request an in- 
crease in allowance. This is' fur- 
ther borne out in the comments of 
the individual veterans. Many men 
are depending on their wives' in- 
come to carry them through college 
and with a family, difficulties are 
further enhanced. 

Regional cost of living, particu- 
larly in Montreal, was the subject 
of many comments. Apart fron) 
régulait cost of living, commuting 
difficulties and books add up on 
expenses. Many of the men re- 
questing Increased allowances did 
so for those veterans who were 
married and for single men living 
aWay from home. Books and instru- 
ment expenses are the chief 
troubles of Engineering, Medicine 
and Dentistry. 

The government's Idea was to 
help the veteran througfi college 
but not finance him completely. 
However In many cases particularly 
In the more expensive faculties 
such as Engineering, Medicine, and 
Dentistry savings are rapidly being 
depleted. Further investigation ' of 
ligures tabulated on' this subject 
will bear out this depletion. Some 
provision should be made if not In 
the form of an allowance increase 
then in the form of a loan to 
fbiance those students whose sav- 
ings and source of credit are .rapid- 
ly dwindling.
